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PAST IMPERIAL POTENTATE 
WILLIAMS PASSES AWAY 


N Sunday, October 20, Shrinedom 

lost one of its most valued mem- 
bers when Past Imperial Potentate 
Dana S. Williams of Kora Temple, 
Lewiston, Maine, entered the Unseen 
Temple. 

Illustrious Noble Williams was born 
at Lewiston, Maine, on September 25, 
1878, the son of the Rey. Sumner G. 
and Billa Wyman Williams. He was 
educated in the public schools of his 
native city and was graduated from 
the College of Law of the University 
of Maine in 1900, receiving the degree 
of Bachelor of Laws at this institution, 
and was admitted to the bar in Maine 
prior to his graduation at the early 
age of twenty-one years. For the past 
forty years he was actively and suc- 
cessfully engaged in the general prac- 
tice of his profession, and for the 
past twenty-three years served as 
Secretary of the Executive Committee 
of the Androscoggin County Bar As- 
sociation. For many years he was a 
member of the Executive Committee 
of the Bar Association of the State of 
Maine and recently served as President 
of this organization. He was also a 
member of the American Bar Associa- 
tion. He was a charter member of the 
Lewiston-Auburn Rotary Club, being 
its third President, and in addition en- 
joyed the honor of being a delegate to 
Rotary International. 

Illustrious Noble Williams was al- 
ways deeply interested in the Masonic 
fraternity and his record of service 
speaks for itself. For two years he 
was Master of. Rabboni Lodge, F. & 
A. M., of Lewiston, and also served as 
an officer in King Hiram Royal Arch 
Chapter of the same city. In 1926 he 
served as Illustrious Master of Dun- 
lap Council of Royal and Select Mas- 
ters. His record as a Knight Templar 
indicates that he was Eminent Com- 
mander of Lewiston Commandery K. 
T., No. 6, in 1916, and for a period of 
time served as Acting Grand Com- 
mander of the Grand Commandery of 
Maine in 1926, being elected Grand 
Commander in May of that year and 
serving a full term. He was also an 
interested worker in the Scottish Rite 
Bodies of his home city. In 1929 he 
served as Thrice Potent Master of 
Lewiston Lodge of Perfection, and for 
several years was Sovereign Prince of 
Auburn Council, Princes of Jerusalem. 
His consistory membership was held 
in Maine Consistory, and he took an 
active part in the presentation of the 
several degrees. For nine years he 
served as Grand Standard Bearer of 
the Maine Council of Deliberation. 


He was created a Noble of the Mystic 
Shrine in Kora Temple, Lewiston, 
Maine, on December 8, 1905, and elected 
Potentate of the Temple in 1917. He 
served as President of the Past Poten- 
tates’ Association of Kora Temple for 
sixteen years. He was continuously

a Representative to the Imperial Coun- 
cil from 1918 to 1940, serving on various 
committees, being a member for many 
years of the Committee on Dispensa- 
tions and Charters, and served as 
Chairman of this Committee for five 
years. He was elected Imperial Outer 
Guard of the Imperial Council in Los 
Angeles in 1925 and regularly ad- 
vanced each year, being elected to the 
position of Imperial Potentate at Min- 


neapolis in 1934. The Imperial. Poten- 
tate was also a charter member and 
a Past Director of “Put”? Stevens’ 
Court of the Royal Order of Jesters, 
and was also an active member of the 
Benevolent and Protective Order of 
Elks. 

Illustrious Noble Williams was mar- 
ried on July 6, 1910, to Miss Juanita 
Douglass Porter of Lewiston, Maine, 
who survives him. 

“Dana” will be missed by the mul- 
titude of friends he has made in 
Shrinedom throughout North America.

SPRINGFIELD SHRINE HOSPITAL 


HE first card party sponsored by 

Aleppo Temple during the past five 
years was held in the Imperial Ball- 
room at the Hotel Statler on Saturday 
afternoon, October 19, 1940, and with 
232 players participating in the after- 
noon’s enjoyment, a real demand was 
expressed for other similar occasions 
in the near future in which families of 
the Nobility may take part. 

The sincere thanks of Aleppo Temple 
are extended to the Committee of 
Ladies, with Mrs. Leverett Saltonstall 
as Honorary Chairman, who made pos- 
sible this very successful card party 
solely for the benefit of the Shriners’ 
Hospital for Crippled Children at 
Springfield. In addition to the neces- 
sary preparatory work, as well as per- 
sonal supervision which assured a pleas- 
ant afternoon for all, this Committee 
composed of Mrs. Robert Gardiner Wil- 
son, Jr., Mrs. Willard P. Lombard, Mrs. 
Lionel G. H. Palmer, Mrs. Justin A. 
Duncan, Mrs. Walter W. Morrison, Mrs. 
Harvey B. Leggee, Mrs. Wallace D. 
Riddell, Mrs. Frank B. Ells, Mrs. Her- 
man C. MeStay, Mrs. N. Russell Lynn, 
Mrs. William J. Shannon, Mrs. Linthall 
E. Leatherby and Mrs. Robert G. Wil- 
son, Sr., together with Nobles Arthur 
A. Sondheim, Frank W. Morrill, An- 
drew Seiler and Albert Fruh—disposed 
of no less than 300 tickets. Members 
of the Uniformed Units accounted for 
234 tickets additional out of the total 
sale of 665 tickets. Total proceeds of 
the party, including donations, sale of 
candy, etc., amounted to $379.40 which 
will at once be applied to the purchase 
of necessary new surgical instruments 
for the operating room at Springfield. 

The Nobility are gratified to realize 
that 30,579 patients have been received 
in the wards of our 15 Shrine hospitals 
from September 16, 1922, through Feb- 
ruary of 1940, in addition to which 
more than 33,000 children have been 
treated in our Out-Patients’ Depart- 
ment. The total cost of operating all 
hospitals was $796,355.48 for the eleven 
months ending February 29, 1940 on 
which date there was a waiting list of 
1,288 boys and girls. Only the children 
of parents financially unable to assure 
medical services elsewhere are admitted 
to these Shrine hospitals and there are 
no restrictions on account of race, color 
or religion. 

We are certain that this special effort 
in behalf of a cause which is part of 
the Shrine itself meets with the un- 
qualified support and approval of every 
Noble of Aleppo Temple.
